into his head. Funeral services
were held from the home on Sun-
day afternoon, conducted by Rev.
Buckley, and the remains laid to
rest in the Kingsbury cemetery
beside his father,

She was laid at rest in the Com-
stock cemetery,

Miss Allen, the notice of whose
death as given above appeared
in the Wisconsin State Register |-
of Augusc 21, was well and
favorably known to many readers
of the RErPuBLICAN, She became
a resident of this county and en-
gaged at once in school teaching
in the fall of 1892, She was a
relative of Mrs. W, H. Comstock

and was first employed to teach
in that mneighborhood, Her
efforts being attended by marked
success she was afterward engag-
ed in the Ausley school and in
the vicinity of Westerville, As
postmistress of Weissert and
owner of a store in connection
therewith her acquaintance be-
came more extended. A calm,
selfpossessed, dignified intellec-
tual lady, she not only made, but
retained friends whose loyalty
was attested in the sickness and
suffering that preceded her re-
moval to Clarkson Hospital at
Omaha. She will be missed and

their acquaintance and associa-

tion with one who embraced
within herself the qualities and
attributes that constitute a good
and noble woman. Far from the
scenes of her later day lalwrs.
surrounded by the hills and
picturesque woodlands near the
home of her childhood she has
found a resting place upon which
we place a wreath of lunarel with
the inscription, *She has not liv-
ed in vain,”
